SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION, 

Messrs. Editors —You will subserve the it- 
terests of our Manufacturing Establishments by 
publishing the subjoined notice, written by Be- 
laziel Wells, Esq. senior partner in the Steuben- 
ville (Ohio) Woolen Manufactory, and oblige your 
obedient servant. L. ¥. 

An indubitable instance of spontaneous combus- 
tion has within a few days past occurred in the 
Woolen Manufactory at this place, by which the 
establishment was m imminent danger of being 
destroyed. A quantity of greasy waste wool, be- 
tween one and two hundred weight, tbat had lain 
pressed together in a bin in the garret was acci- 
dentaily discovered to be on fire by one of the little 
girls employed in picking wool. She was sitting 
with ber back agamst the bin, and happening to 
lean too much against the edge of it, she felt am 
excessive hext, and upon looking in discovered 
that the middle of the mass of woo! was reduced 
to a clear bright coal, Had it not been for this 
providential discovery, the root of the building, 
which was in contact with the outer side of the 
mass of wool must havetaken fire, That part ofthe 
waste wool which is supposed to have caused the 
fire, consisted of the cleanings of the cards which 
was highly charged with grease. The writer 
feels it his duty to give publicity to inis accur- 
rence, as it may be a caution to m<nufacturers to 
be upon their guard and rot to suffer greasy wool 
or cottun to remain in compressed piles in their 
manufactores. He now believed that many of the 
losses by fire that have been charged to incen- 
diaries, ought more properly to bave been put to 
the account of carelessness of the owners or ma- 

$ in not clearing out 
buitdiugs, or having it washed before it accumad- 
lates to aquantity that would hazard such an ace 
cident as is now noticed. B. WELLS

INTERESTING. 
Eruption of the ld Volcano of Eyaficld Ivhkhul, in 
Lecliasdl, in December, 182i, 

The remarkable fall of the barometer, which 
took place almost simultancously throughout ali 
Kurepe, on the 26:h of December, 1821, and which 
in some cases Was accompanied with an agitiauion 
of the magnetic needle, niduccad many persons to 
conjecture that some tremendous convulsion of 
nate must have vished sume part of the globe. 
This conjecture has at least been verified bya vol- 
canic eruption of the old volcano of Byafield Juk- 
kul, which bas been in a quict state since the year 
1412, : 

This mountain, otherwise called Mount Hecla, 
is about 5656 feet in height, and is the southern. 
most ef tie chain, where the dreadful eruption 
broke out about the middle of the last century. 

On the 19h December, 1821, the eruption be- 
gen. The crater was formed at the distance of 
five mites from the minisier’s house at Holt, and 
discharged itoelf through the thick mass of ice 
that enveloped it, and which it seldom melted. 
The ice was dispersed in every direction, and a 
mass, 18 feet high, and 60 in circumference, fell 
towards the north. A number of stones of different 
sizes, rolled down the mountain, accompanied 
With a noe hke thunder; and this wes immediate- 
ly followed by a discharge of an eno:muus and 
iofty mountany of flame, which iliminated the 
whole country, and allowed the people at Holt to 
vead as pertectly in their houses at nigtia as if it 
had been dey. Ashes, stones, gravel, and heavy 
masses of rock, some of which weighed about 5u 
tbs. were thrown up, and one of these last found 
at the distance of five miles trom the crater. On 
the day immediately following the eruption, a great 
quantity of Roe greyish-white powder and pumice 
was discharged, ard carried about by the wind so 
wsto tall like snow, through every opening, I 
extoled a disagreeable smell of sulphur, brought 
on wlicciions in the eyes, and occasioned diseases 
among the sheep in Vester Evafictd and Oster 
Landon. ; 

On the 25th of December, a violent storm raged 
from the South, and by the unied action of the 
wind and rain, the tichds were cleaned of the sul- 
phurcous dust, which bad covered them. On the 
26:h ami 270 of December, Urere was a heavy 
storm S¥OM the northeast, «nd the barometer, 
which had been gradually falling since the 18th 
December, when jt was 298% 16, had reached, on 
the 25th December its lowest puint af 28° 49. It 
i$ «curious fact, however, Uiat on vie 8th of Fe- 
bruty the barometer teil to 27 25, a time when 
no eatthiquake was felt, and no apparent change 
had taken piace in the eruption. On the 18th of 
February, the barometer, which bud been at 29 
49, on the 11th 4eH to 28 72.

It is therefore earnestly hoped that the work 
will succeed, and be introduced into’ every family 
through the medium of schools, that next to the 
sacred scriptures, our children may grow up most 
familiar with their natural rights as citizens, and 
be led to set a preper value on that legacy pur- 
chased by the fatigues and blood of our fathers, 
to be delivered to us, and, through us, unimpair- 
ed to them.
